WHEREAS, the United States Postal Service ("the Postal Service") and 
("Customer") entered into a shipping services contract regarding Priority Mail Express and 
Priority Mail Service on April 1, 2016. 

WHEREAS, the Parties desire to amend the terms in Section l.G of the Contract. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the Parties agree that the contract is hereby amended as detailed below. 
The existing contract remains unchanged in all other respects. This amendment shall become 
effective two (2) business days following the day on which the Commission issues all 
necessary regulatory approval. 

[Replace Section l.G in its entirety, as follows.] 

L Terms 

G. Contract Package Pricing. 

1. Implementation Period. From the effective date of the Contract until December 31, 
2016 ("Implementation Period"), Customer will pay the customized Contract 
Package prices found in Rate Group 2. 

2. Following the Implementation Period, the average quarterly volume of Contract 
Packages, plus all other Priority Mail packages shipped by Customer, will be used 
to determine the applicable Rate Group for Contract Package pricing in the 
following Contract Quarter. 

3. Upon completion of four (4) full Contract Quarters after the contract's effective 
date, subsequent Contract Package pricing will be based on a rolling four ( 4) 
quarter average, as explained in Section I.I. 

4. Customer shall ship an average of at least- packages, consisting of Contract 
Packages and Customer' s other Priority Mail shipments, per Contract Quarter 
throughout the term of the Contract. 
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5. If the combined average quarter! y volume of Contract Packages and Customer's 
other Priority Mail packages falls below the minimum quarterly volume established 
for Rate Group 1 for any Contract Quarter, the Postal Service at its sole discretion 
has the right to revert Customer to the prevailing Priority Mail Express Commercial 
Base and Priority Mail Commercial Plus prices for the following Contract Quarter.
